‘ INTERESTING DETAILS OF THE 
BUSINESS, . 


The annual general meeting of the Egyptian 
Markets, Ltd., was held on the 29th alto at 
Winchester House; Old Broad-street, E.C., 
Mr. F. E. Robertson, C.I.E. (the Chairman of 
the company), presiding. 

The Secretary (Mr. F. J. Horne) having read 
the notice convening the meeting and the 
auditors’ report, 

The Chairman said: Gentlemen,—As you 
have all had the report in your hands, I pre 
sume you will, as usual, take it as read ; and 
therefore, before moving that it be adopted, I 
will touch upon such points as will bear greater 
elaboration than is convenient in ‘a formal re: 
port, First I will refer to the cattle plague. 
Last year, you may remember, I had to relate 
a’sad disappointment ; the markets had all 
been opened, but on account of sporadic out- 
breaks of plague over 90 had againto be closed, 
Unfortunately, we are not yet absolutely free 
from interruption, but as éach outbreak - is 
shorter and more localised, thanks to the 
energetic measures taken by the Sanitary De- 
partment, we have good grounds for hoping 
that before long we shall be entirely free from 
plague, Atpresent 108 markets are open and 
12 are closed. I am glad to tell you that 
Government are considering favourably a pro- 
posal for an increase in the number of our 
markets. Last year I also told you that we 
hoped to increase our revenue by selling in our 
markets artificial manures, The distribution 
of such fertilisers in Egypt has developed 
beyond expectation, and the result of the 
use of these manures for cereal crops has 
been highly satisfactory to that cultiva- 
tion. The Khedivial Agricultural Society, 
which undertook the purchase and distribution 
tentatively, has now decided to relinquish 
the business as being outside its proper sphere 
of operations; and whereas we had only 
thought of acting as agents to the society for 


'| the sale, we now are in a position to under- 


take the provision and sale on our own account, 
Tt was amatter for consideration whether this 
could best bedone by a subsidiary company, 
or whether the Markets should issue the 
50,000 shares in hand, and trade themselves 
Personally, | was rather in favour of the for, 
mer course, on accont of two disabilities ander 
which our trading lies — firstly, the sharing of 
profits with Government ; and secondly, having 
to pay a sinking found on the capital which 
earns the profits, ‘The Government having 
consented to forego their share of uny profits of 
the nitrate business, and the sentiment of the 
shareholders in Egypt, who probably how 
majority and should be in the best position to 
form.an opinion, being very strongly in favour 
of the Markets doing the business, it was 
finally decided to issue the 50,000 shares author: 
ised but unissued, which was done at a pre. 
mium of 7s 6d, a result on which I think we 
may congratulate ourselves considering the 
very crippled state of our principal source of 
income, on account of the closing of our mar- 
kets on account of cattle plague, daring the 
past the three years. As tothe sinking fund, 
it will-iave this pleasing result, that at the ex 
Piration of our concession, the shareholders 
will not only get the £50,000 which it produces, 
but will remain in possession of any then exist- 
ing stock of nitrates, which will’ not be a 
wasting property like the capital sunk in land 
and buildings which revert to Government, 
We successfully placed the £15,000 debentures 
of which T spoke last year, and the proceeds 
are being spent in the erection of slaughter- 
houses, which we hope will not only yield. usa 
good return, but indirectly strengthen our 
position by making the markets a more neces- 
sary resort. 
THE SALE OF SALT. 

The sale of salt in our markets as agents 
for the Port Said Salt Company, to which I 
referred when I last addressed you, has been 
carried on during part of the year, but the 
profits have not been as much as we had hoped 
on account of severe competition between that 
company and the Salt and Soda Company 
There is every prospect now of an agreement 
between the two companies which will be 
advantageous to us and put the sale of salt on 
a more businesslike footing, To further the 
interest in thg markets, if not the direct pro- 
fits, we have Hen considering the opening of 
agencies for the sale of coal and. timber, For 
the first time we have obtained a small sum 
for the right of advertising in the markets, 
Among other projects I should mention one 
which we are now investigating —namely, tho 
establishment of a general market at Port 


Said. The situation of that town is somewhat 
peculiar ; it has, as you all know, the sea on 
oneside, but perhaps you do not realise that 
on the other there is nothing but desert and 
swamps right up to Ismailia, half-way to 
‘Suez,-so that there are no villagers to come 
into the market as a centre for business, Still, 
the town is a growing one, Docks and -coaling 
stations are being constructed, and on general 
grounds the matter is worth investigation 
Having found that the market site at Benha 
had, by reason of a remodelling of the rail 
sway station, become exceedingly valuable, we 
acquired a new and much ‘cheaper site, and. 
hope to sell‘the old one at a profit quite worth 
taking,,even though we have to share it with 
Government.I am glad to say that since the new 
market opened we have had a record attendance 
showing that the change of site has not 
diminished our business, In consequence of all 
the miscellaneous busitiess which we are under- 
taking it has-been necessary to retransfer the 
accounts to Egypt and will -be so to arrange 
for a local audit, subordinate* to that of. your 


own auditory. ‘The accounts were transferred 
to London on the ground of ecoriomy and all 
vouchers wer sent over here and the accounts 
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keptjhere, That was-possible: and even conve- 
nient so long as we had nothing but weekly 
receipts and wages to record, but with the 
amplification’ of our business, the accounts 
must obviously be kept in full on the spot; 
where, indeed, some of them have to be open 
to inspection and settled, As regards the 
accounts which are before you, they are quite 
simple and, I think, satisfactory, considering 
the hard measures dealt to us by cattle plague, 
and I therefore do not propose to comment 
upon them, 
DIRECTORS VISIT TO EGYPT. - 

Before I sit down I may tell you that I 
paid a short visit to Egypt in January to settle 
about taking up the nitrate business and Major 
Le Breton was there on other business from 
November to March, but gave much time to 
the details of the markets’ business, To con- 
clude, I think T can safely say that even should 
there still be sporadic cases of cattle plague 
we have turned the corner and, after all our 
anxieties, may look forward to yearly -in- 
ereasing prosperity. If there is any further 
information I can give I shall be happy to do 
so or to hear any remarks any shareholder 
may wish to make before I move the adoption 
of the report and accounts. (Applause.) 

No questions being asked, the Chairman 
moved the following resolution :—"That the 
report of the directors, dated 9th April, 1907, 
together with the audited statement of ac- 
counts and balance-sheet for the year ended 
31st December, 1906, be and they are hereby 
received, apptoved and adopted.” 

The*motign was seconded by Sir Gerald 
Fitz-Gerald,'and carried unanimously, 

The Chairman; I now have to move: “That 
the interim dividend of 3 per cent. (subject to 
ingome-tax) declared on the ordinary share 
capital of the company and paid on 16th 
October, 1906, be and it is hereby confirmed, 
and that a further dividend of 4 per cent, 
(subject to income-tax), on the ordinary share 
capital of the company, making 7 per cent, 
for the year, be and if is hereby declared to be 
paid to the holders of ordinary shares recorded 
on the registers, of the company on 24th 
April, 1907, and to holders of ordinary share 
warrants to bearer.” 

This was seconded by Major W, I. Le Breton 
and adopted. 

The Chairman ; I now have the pleasure to 
move the re-election of Major W. I, Le Breton, 
who is retiring in order of rotation. 

Sir Gerald FitzGerald seconded this resolu- 
tion, which was agreed to, and Major Le Breton 
thanked the shareholders for hia re-election, 

The Chairman: I now have the pleasure in 
moving the re-election of Mr. Q. B, Kert, who 
also retires in order of rotation, He, you may 
know, is a member of the local Board, resident. 
in Egypt. 

The motion was seconded by Major W. 1 
Le Breton and carried. 

The Chairman; On Mr. Kerr's behalf I 
thank you, geritlemen. We now have to 
consider. the question of the audit of the com 
pany’s,accounts and the election of auditors, to 
both of which subjects [have previously refer- 
red, For the London work Messrs, Price 
Waterhouse and Company offer themselves 
for‘re-election at a fee of twenty-five guineas, 
but so far as the local Egyptian audit is 
concerned, we have not yet been able to 
arrange, and must ask you to leave the selec- 
tion of competent auditors and their reminera- 
tion—for this year only that will be, of course 
—in the hands of the directors, Subject. to 
your approval, I will now ask # shareholder to 
propose a resolution to that effect, and a 
second shareholder to second that resolution. 

Mr, 'T. P. Singer: Tbeg to move: “That 
Messrs, Price Waterhouse and Company -be 
elected auditors of the London accounts of this 
company for the ensuing year, at a remunera- 
tion of twenty-five guineas, and that the selec 
tion of auditors for the necessary audit in 
Egypt, and their rémuneration for the ensuing 
year, be left to the discretion of the directors.” 

Mr, M. G, Bauer seconded the resolntion, 
and it was carried. 

The Chairman : Gentlemen, I now have to 
propose a résolution modifying the articles of 
association, Inthis connection I shovld like 
to explain that in some manner or other, in 
the original drafting of the articles of associa 
tion an inconsistency crept in’ whereby article 
85, whichdeals with the voting powers of 
holders of share warrants to bearer, is practi- 
cally annulled by article 41, This inconsist- 
ency will be rectified- by the passing of tho 
resolution which T will now put to the meeting, 
and which as it involves an alteration of the 
articles of associations, will necessitate the con- 
vening of a subsequent confirmatory general 
meeting of the shareholders I will now move ; 
“ That the articles of association be varied as 
follows, namely, by striking out from article 
41 the words "Except that he shall not be 
entitled to vote by proxy at a general meeting,’ 
occurring in lines 10 and 11 thereof, ” 

Sir Gerald Fitz-Gerald seconded the resolu 
tion, which was adopted unanimously. 

A vote of thanks was passed to,the Chair- 
man, on the motion of Mr, Singor, seconded by 
Mr,-Bauer, and -the proceedings terminated.

(From Our Own Connesponpent. ) 
London, May 2nd, 
Lietitenant Beauchamp Seymour, King’s 
Royal Rifle Corps, and Captain Williams, 
Army Veterinary Corps, have been seconded 
for service with the Khedive's army. 


Colonel F.W.N.M’Cracken, D. 8. 0.,' 2nd 
Battalion Royal Berkshire Regiment, who 
commanded that smart battalion during its 
recent stay in Egypt and the Sndan, has 
vacated the command, and has been succeeded 
by Major R.N. Gamble, D 8.0, second in com- 
mand, The Berks are at Subathu, in the Panjab. 

Second Lieutenant -J.FR. Hope, King’s 
Royal Rifle Corps, in Egypt, has just been 
promoted lieutenant, after four and half years 
service in the ‘Green-jackets.”” 

The close of the year wih see the huge 
majority of the “short service” soldiers trans- 
ferred trom their regiments to the Reserve,and 
the army will know them no more. The three 
years’.men were designed fo more rapidly fill 
up the Reserve which had been depleted by 
the Boer War, and to a certain extent they 
answered very well, but as regimental soldiers 
they can scarcely he said to have proved a 
success. With only a very short period of 
soldiering tolook forward, and a lengthened 
service in the Reserve, they had no inducement 
offered to them to learn, or rise in their pro- 
fession, save when they extended their service. 
Even in this, they did not come up to anticipa- 
tion, as the costly bounties paid to old soldiers. 
in India and elswhere can vouch for. If com- 
manding officers and non-commissioned officers 
had anything to say in the matter, there would 
be no more “short service men” in the army. 


The War Office has just been “rubbing it in” 
—to use a vulgar, thongh expressive, phrase— 
in connection with officers who have been noted 
for employment in the King’s African Rifles, 
West African Frontier Force, and other Colo- 
nial employment subsequently refusing their 
appointments, This it is pointed out, has 
caused much unnecessary inconvenience, and 
that when officers are no longer desirous of 
such appointments they should submit an 
application to that effect in order to have 
their names removed from ‘the list. Recently, 
several officers declined the appointments 
hence the War Office's indignation. The lists 
for employment with both forces, and other 
Colonial employment, are still fall up. 


It is painfully evident that even the opti- 
mistie Sir Henry Campbell-Bannerman has no 
great faith in the Hague Conference—who 
has ?—and it is equally evident that the much 
longed for “Millennium” ts yet in the very far 
off future, judging by the orders for ordanance 
laid with Armstrong, Whitworth & Co.,. Vickers, 
Sons, and Maxim, and the Royal Arsenal, 
Woolwich, by our own Admiralty and those 
of other nations for the 12 inch guns with which 
the new “Dreadnoughits” are to be armed. 
These 12 inch weapons are very costly, and 
their elaborate mountings and sighting ap- 
paratus ‘are more costly still. The innova- 
tion of the Dreadnought types of battleship— 
each of which mounts ‘a dozen of these huge 
guns—has given a boom to Woolwich, Sheftield, 
Barrow, and. Elswick, and it is safe to say that 
the private firms will be kept continuously at 
work in constructing the big guns for the 
foreiga Dreadnoughts, the superiority of 
British built guns over those of other countries 
being undeniable. It was his British built guns 
and the superb men behind them which gave 
‘Togo his memorable victory over Rojestvensky 
in the Sea of Japan. One effect of the Dread- 
noughts will be to hasten the obsoleteness of 
many of the older types of battleships, which 
up to recently were a not-to-be-despised factor 
in our own, and to a greater extent in other 
navies. . 


Some interesting experiments were recently. 
concluded at Aldershot with the view of 
ascertaining the effect of Shrapnel fire from the 
new 13 pounder quickfirer with which the 
Royal Horse Artillery batteries have been 
armed, and the new 18 pounder quickfirer with 
which the Royal Field Artillery batteries have 
been re-armed. ‘The results of these. experi- 
ments have matured in a new shell for both 
guns, and attention is to be paid. in the 
artillery practice camps. this season to their 
effects, The 13 pounder shell holds 236 bullets 
and the 18 pounder shell 364 bullets. The 
bursting charge instead of being of almost 
smokeless powder gives off a black puff on 
exploding, by which the accuracy of the shot 
can be more certainly observed. At 6,000 
yards range the shrapnel-of both shells is 
effective for 200 yards from the bursting point, 
but the greatest accuracy in laying and range 
is absolutely necessary in order'to secure the 
best results. ‘I'he percussion shell has given 
excellent field results; on soft’ and marshy 
ground—and presumably sandy countiy—not 
so good. ‘The strong point of the new guns is 
rapidity of fire, whch, if combined with the 
accuracy which comes of long training - and 
not of service in batteries half of regulars and 
half of militia, as Mr. Haldane intends—would 
place our batteries far ahead of any other 
power. It has been pretty. well proven the
